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A  NEW  COAT 

"This  year  the  woman  who  buys  a  new  coat  can  note  the  effect  of  the 
national  and  international  situations  from  the  moment  she  starts  'just  look- 
ing,1" says  .

"Wool  prices  are  on  the  rise.     Silk,  used  for  linings,  is  having  a  situ- 
ation all  its  own.    Furs,  favorite  coat  trim,  are  on  the  taxable  luxury  list. 
Consequently,  many  of  this  season's  coats  emphasize  simplicity  both  of  style 
and  of  material." 

This  year's  coat,  too,  may  have  to  last  a  little  longer  than  usual.  So 
check  every  detail  of  coat  quality  before  you  buy  to  make  sure  you  get  the 
best  material — the  best  made  coat  you  can  afford. 

After  you  check  every  point  about  the  coat's  fit — find  out  about  it's 
fiber  content.    This  year  you'll  have  the  new  Wool  Products  Labeling  Act  to 
help  you.    Every  coat,  with  over  5  percent  wool,  mvst  be  honestly  labeled  as 
to  its  exact  wool  content  and  the  kind  of  wool  in  the  coat.    A  coat  labeled 
"all  wool"  or  "all  virgin  wool"  will  actually  be  100  percent  new  wool. 

Look  carefully  at  the  lining  and  the  interlining.    With  the  ban  on  raw 
silk  imports,  more  and  more  of  the  linings  doubtless  will  be  of  rayon.  For 
most  coats,  good  quality  rayon  is  highly  satisfactory.    But  make  sure  the 
seams  are  generous  and  well-stitched.    Otherwise  they  may  fray  badly. 

Look  at  the  interlining  material  to  make  sure  it  will  be  warm  enough 
for  frigid  days.     If  the  interlining  and  lining  are  seamed  separately  the 
coat  will  look  better  and  fit  better.

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A  coat  that  is  accurately  cut  with  the  grain  of  the  cloth  hangs  straight 
all  around  when  you  try  it  on. 

A  well-made  coat  is  hemmed  and  finished  off  with  silk-ribbon  binding. 
The  coat  front  is  faced  back  and  was  sewed  securely  before  the  lining  was 
sewed  on.    All  seams  lie  flat  and  are  bound  with  preshrunk  tape.  Threat 
throughout  is  strong  and  matches  coat  materials. 

The  coat  lining  fits  into  the  coat  smoothly.    The  lining  hem  is  joined 
to  the  coat  only  at  the  front  facings  and  with  tacks  at  each  seam.    A  pleat 
about  three-fourths  of  an  inch  deep  runs  the  full  length  of  the  center  back. 
'This  is  tacked  at  waistline  and  lower  edge, 
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
